A Fresh New Season Scurries In; 
Some 3-Year-Olds Are Surveyed 


New York 

There is a pleasant tension and bustle 
to the opening of a racing season. Many 
of the trainers and their horses have, of 
course, been racing somewhere else, but 
that doesn’t seem to matter. There’s a 
feeling of “here we go again” when the 
New York season starts, and an air of 
excitement which will be conspicuously 
missing when Jamaica sags to its close 
next November. Nearly everybody is in 
a fairly good humor, because as a rule his 
“big horse,” not having started, hasn't 
been beaten yet, and hope springs here, 
as elsewhere. 

And of course you never see such fine, 
high-fleshed, sleek horses as are working 
over the Belmont tracks at this time of the 
year, since most of them have wintered 
at Columbia of Camden or Aiken or in 
Kentucky or Virginia. and they haven't 
had the strain of competition to take off 
the weight. “They won't look like that 
this summer,” a trainer commented wryly. 
“Wait till they get a few races and some 
hot weather.” 

Some new acquaintanceships are being 
formed between men and_ horses, too. 
Around the training track at Belmont. go- 


ing the wrong way of course, came a 
riderless horse. whose exercise boy was 
dusting himself off somewhere on the 
other side of the track. 

“Look out,” yelled a man on a pony, 
“Loose horse!” 

The horse zipped out of the entrance 
chute and galloped off somewhere among 
the barns, looking for home. 

“Better off there than out here on the 
track,” said the man on the pony. 

“Whose horse was it?” a bystander 
asked. 

“Didn't know him,” said the man. He 
searched his memory slightly. “Why. hell! 
He’s my horse!” He kicked the pony in 
the ribs and set off after the miscreant.

Roman Soldier 


Roman Soldier failed to attract a bid 
when he was offered at the Saratoga year- 
ling sales of 1933, but when the black 
colt was retired from racing at the end 
of 1936, his earnings totaled $91,935. This 
week. word was received that Roman Sol- 
dier had been destroyed last November 
13, in California. 


For the past three years. the son of 
*Cohort had stood at Sam B. Newman's 
Walnut Ranch, Visalia, Calif. Severe lame- 
ness in his front legs was the reason for 
destroying the 18-year-old stallion. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Newman, Roman Soldiet 
was broken down so badly in his right 
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front leg that he was forced to walk on 
his pastern, 


Roman Soldier is typical of the rags- 
to-riches race horse. When there were no 
bidders on Roman Soldier. Phil T. Chinn. 
of Lexington. sent Col. Abe Hallow back- 
stage with an offer to buy the colt private- 
ly from Herbert Pulitzer, who was selling 
out his Thoroughbred stock. Colonel Hal- 
low got the colt for $100. 


Mr. Chinn shipped his purchase back 
to Kentucky. and sold him in the Lex- 
ington fall sales for $1.000 to Max Hirsch. 
The following year Mr. Hirsch started 
him 12 times and won five races and $4.- 
690 with the colt. He nominated him for 
the Florida Derby that fall. and sold him 
to Elwood Sachsenmaier for $7.500. plus 
25 per cent of the purse if he should win 
the Florida race. 


He won the Inaugural, and Bahamas 
Handicaps. but was third in the Florida 
Derby. He went on to win the Texas and 
Detroit: Derbys. and along the way was 
second to Omaha in the Kentucky Derby. 
and second in the Illinois Derby. 


The next year, still racing for Mr. 
Sachsenmaier, the black colt) wound up 
his racing career by winning the Decora- 
tion Day. Granite State. Havre de Grace. 
Washington. Bryan and O'Hara Memorial. 
and Riggs Handicaps. 


He was retired to stud in 1937. He got 
one stakes winner. Roman Sox. which won 
the Phoenix Handicap in 1944. Roman 
Soldier was by *Cohort—-Miamba, by

“Khaled, “Old English, and 
Some New Notes about “Noor 


*Khaled, a prize winner for looks. 
seems ready to take up in Thoroughbred 
breeding circles in California where * Ali- 
bhai left off. He is the most discussed 
stallion in the State today. 

The bay horse by Hyperion out of 
Eclair, by Ethnarch, stands at Cowboy 
Rex Ellsworth’s 80-acre ranch near On- 
tario. It is almost desert country, and the 
ranch itself is a little of Ellsworth’s home 
town of Safford, Ariz., moved to Cali- 
fornia. In typical cowboy style, they do 
not believe in babying horses at the Ells- 
worth ranch. But the youngsters grow up 
just the same, they are rough and tough. 
and they win races. That’s the general 
idea wherever Thoroughbreds are raised. 
only at the Ellsworth ranch they dispense 
with a lot of the frills. 

In *Khaled’s first crop are 18  year- 
lings, and they are an excellent looking 
group. They are strong and sturdy, and 
some of them should be really top qual- 
ity. The best known, perhaps, is a fine 
filly out of U Time, by *Beau Pere, a 
stakes-winning mare that was one of the 
fastest of her sex ever to race in Cali- 
fornia. As a 2-year-old, U Time twice ran 
six furlongs in 1:10!5, and she swept such 
races as the Oaks, and the Lassie and 
Starlet Stakes at Hollywood Park. She is 
a big, roomy mare, evenly dispositioned. 
and still makes a splendid appearance. 

Elisworth’s own choice among the year- 
lings is a colt out of Feather Time, a 
sister to U Time. He is bigger than the 
others, and is pretty much the leader of 
the band. Another good colt is out of 
Flying Choice, which still holds the Holly- 
wood Park track record of :58°5 for five 
furlongs. Hubble Bubble. which won 
Santa Anita’s Santa Susana and San 
Vicente, the latter after being fouled in 
the stretch by Stepfather, has been bred 
to *Khaled for the first time. She left 
the race tracks with earnings of $123.275. 

*Khaled is as good-looking a horse as 
this reporter has ever seen. He is not 
flashy, but he is made just right every- 
where. You can trust Ellsworth to pick 
out a horse of excellent conformation. As 
a cowboy, he is accustomed to selecting 
horses on conformation—nothing else. “I 
could never buy pedigree alone,” he told 
this reporter. “A horse must be put  to- 
gether just right for me to like him.” 
*Khaled is. 


He has a fine head and a good neck. 


and from the withers on down he is per- 
fect. with an excellent shoulder and fore- 
arm. *Khaled is high in front and behind. 
with a sloping back. low hocks. and good 
pasterns. “IT want a horse that is wide 
behind.” Ellsworth said. “with gentle 
curves from hip to hip.” *Khaled has 
these things. too. “The only place I could 
possibly fault him would be through the 
middle. | like a horse with a slightly long- 
er barrel.” 

To match all these things. *Khaled 
has intelligence and an even disposition. 
In England. where he was foaled. *Khaled 
started only three times as a 2-year-old 
and won three stakes. He scored in’ the 
Ashley Stakes at Epsom, the Coventry at 
Ascot, and the Middle Park at Newmar- 
ket. In his first) start as 3-year-old. 
*Khaled carried 134 pounds to victory in 
the one-mile Column Produce Stakes. He 
also won the St. James’s Palace Stakes. 
at a mile. He was unpleced in the Derby. 
then retired because of a wind. affliction, 

Ellsworth of course knew the horse was 
touched in the wind when he purchased 
him. But he was looking primarily for a 
sire. not a racer. at the time. The change 
in climate. however. did help him some. 
*Khaled won one race at Santa Anita 
Park at 1,',; miles before he was retired 
again. this time permanently. 


*NOOR WAS BETTER. Ellsworth was 
one of the central figures in the deal that 
brought *Noor from England to Califor- 
nia. where he won the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap and the San Juan Capistrano Stakes 
and became the only horse in the world 
that has twice defeated the great Cita- 
tion. Ellsworth has an interesting story to 
tell about how C. S. Howard purchased 
the horse, 

“It was almost an accident that How- 
ard bought him.” Ellsworth was saving. 
“The horse Howard really wanted was 
*Nathoo. He was in this country to run 
in the International Gold Cup at Belmont 
Park, and after the race Prince Aly Khan 
announced the horse was for sale. 

“He asked Charles Spencer. of Canada. 
to find a buyer. and a few days later 
Howard phoned me. Spencer had gotten 
in touch with him, and Howard was in- 
terested. He asked me what I thought of 
*Nathoo. 

“T was not trying to sell Howard an- 
other horse. or any horse for that matter. 
but I answered: ‘Why buy *Nathoo? 


*Noor is a better horse.’ I had seen him 
run third in the English Derby, and he 
had made a real impression on me. 

“A few days later Howard ealled 
again. He asked if | still thought *Noor 
was the better horse. All I could do then 
was stick by my earlier statement. Next 
thing | knew. Howard had bought both 
*Noor and *Nathoo. and guess he 
doesn't regret it now.” 


*OLD ENGLISH.  Johnston’s ranch. 
known as the Old English Rancho. is only 
a 10-minute drive west from Ellsworth’s 
ranch. As you might have guessed. it is 
named in honor of the stallion *Old Eng- 
lish. He is a half brother to *King’s Ab- 
bey. which has already achieved success 
in stud in California. *Old English. foaled 
one year later. has every reason to be 
just as successful. 

*Old English, by Solario out of Notley 
Abbey. was raced here for two. seasons. 
and made a name for himself as a stayer, 
In his first crop are 18 2-year-olds that 
are eligible for racing this year. Two 
have started so far; one won and the oth- 
er was unplaced. Most are being reserved 
for summer and fall racing on the theory 
they will take after the old man and do 
their best over a distance of ground. 

Best of his sons. according to Bill Foy, 
manager of the ranch. is First English. 
out of the Bimelech mare Bim’s Blossom. 
She was cut out to be a mare of consider- 
able class. and looks the part. Her first 
foal was My Bimboo, which hasn’t been 
able to beat much of anything at the race 
tracks. but First English is regarded as 
an outstanding individual. 

Johnston is) particularly proud of a 
yearling colt by *Old English out of Tron 
Maiden. winner of the Del Mar Handi- 
cap. and he has a likely looking filly by 
*Khaled out of Amphibian. the dam of 
War Allies. Shortly after leaving the race 
tracks, [ron Maiden was sold to Warren 
Wright. Her colt was foaled at Calumet 
Farm. then was returned here. 

Lodge Night. which was beaten only 
two necks by *Mafosta and Faucon at 
Bay Meadows in 1948. has served in stud 
at the Old English Rancho while sidelined 
by a bowed tendon. He is by *Alibhai out 
of *Constant. and is full) sister to 
Zenoda. Like most of the family he is 
small. but quick and well-balanced. 

Old English Rancho is only 37 acres. 
but Johnston has just purchased another 
16 acres nearby and is in the process of 
expanding. Fences on the farm are unique. 
They are made of Jacob's Ladders. ae- 
quired at salvage. and anyone who has 
spent any time in Uncle Sugar’s Navy in 
the Pacific will assure you they look a 
lot better on the quiet ranch than slung 
over the side of a rolling attack transport 
somewhere out in the South Pacific.

A Call for a Nurse Mare 


Dear Boss: 


Another of 
last night. 


our maiden mares foaled 
The foal, a bay filly, was 
slightly on the small side, and presented 
no difficulties. The mare was bewildered, 
but not frightened. The only difficulty we 
had was in keeping her from lying down 
in a corner, where if help had been need- 
ed, we would not have been able to get 
at her. She finally chose a spot in the 
middle of the stall, lay down, and went 
to work. 

With practically no assistance on our 
part she promptly gave birth to her filly. 
The only incident of note was that she at 
once jumped to her feet. The navel cord 
was severed at a point slightly farther 
away from the foal’s body than normal. 
Disinfecting my scissors, trimmed. this 
evenly, so the jagged edges would not fold 
over and prevent normal drainage from 
the navel. As usual the navel was disin- 
fected as quickly as possible. 

Mares having their first foal have to be 
watched rather carefully. Occasionally a 
maiden mare will paw at the foal while 
sniffing and investigating the new occu- 
pant of her stall. This mare liked what 
she found, and made no move toward do- 
ing it any injury. About an hour later, 
when the foal was on its feet and looking 
for its first meal, we again were standing 
by to prevent any possible injury to the 
newcomer. Maiden mares will sometimes 
kick at their foal when it first nurses. 
Here again we were fortunate. The mare 
stood very quietly as though she were a 
veteran at this sort of thing. The foal 
couldn't quite locate his first meal. A 
small amount of milk was placed on the 
foaling man’s finger. and the foal fol- 
lowed it to its source. We had no further 
difficulties. 

All new foals are watched very care- 
fully the first two or three days of their 
lives. Any prolonged weakness or dopiness 
on their part is a signal to call the vet- 
erinarian at once. Delay here can be fatal. 
With the modern drugs now available to 
veterinarians, many foals that a few years 
ago would have perished. are saved. I 
recently read an interview with a doctor

One of the farm men ran in to say 
that a mare had died. This was an elderly 
mare with a five-day-old colt. She had 
foaled normally and showed no signs of 
hemorrhaging during the last few days. 
She had cleaned up her feed this morning 
and when turned out had quietly begun 
to graze. A few minutes later the man 
dead. We fortunate in 
locatir.e a nurse mare that will be here 
within two hours.

In the meantime. the dead mare has 
been loaded en a truck and sent to the 
Department of Animal Pathology at the 
University of Kentucky. She will be “post- 
ed” in the presence of our veterinarian. Dr. 
A. C. Todd. of the University staff. will 
also be present. so sections of certain of 
the mare’s organs can be prepared for 
microscopic study to determine what path- 
ological changes might have been caused 
by phenothiazine. IT will write you con- 
cerning our findings later today. I 
now must go and help our orphan colt 
get adopted by the nurse mare . 


NURSE MARE. Two days have passed 
since the above paragraph was written.

Soon after she had quieted down. the 
mare was blindfolded. and our colt. who 
had been halter-broken before his mother 
died. was led in and allowed to nurse.

While she was 
blindfolded, the mare’s nose was rubbed 
against the orphan colt several times. The 
colt was then returned to his own. stall. 
Two hours later he was brought to the 
nurse mare again. This time she was not 
blindfolded. When he was returned to his 
stall, the mare's own foal went 
with him. The mare protested very little. 
because she the

screened opening and both see and smell 
her foal. During this first night. both foals 
were allowed to nurse every two hours, 
The next day the nurse mare’s foal was 
sent away for good. Our foal was turned 
loose with the mare without any difficul- 
ties whatsoever. The whole procedure took 
less than 24 hours. No attempt had been 
made to use perfume or disinfectant of 
any kind on either foal. The fact that 
the two foals were placed together caused 
an intermingling of odors that made the 
mare sure that both the foals were hers. 
This mare gives a very large quantity 
of milk. It will be interesting to watch 
this foal’s growth on our monthly weight 
charts. The supply of milk is so plentiful 
that should we have any further use for 
a nurse mare. we would be able to put 
a second foal on her. This mare will be 
bred to our teaser on her ninth day. 
Several years ago we were using a very 
large Percheron nurse mare. Her owner 
asked me to call him when she was in 
season. as he wanted to breed her to his 
jack. He duly arrived in an old Buick 
sedan, with the jack riding in state in 
the back which the cushion 
had been removed. He opened the door 
and the jack stepped out. [T was consid- 
erably bewildered as to what was going

In his only start this year previous 
to the Laurel Stakes. he was second in an over- 
night race at six furlongs. 

The Laurel turned out to be a race’ principally 
between Fleet Argo and High Frequency, in’ the 
early stages, and between the *Happy Argo geld- 
ing and Kinsman ai the end. High Frequency held 
the lead for about half a mile. with Fleet Argo 
second. Then the gelding moved to the front and 
stood off Kinsman in the Jast sixteenth.
